We reserve the right to reject any bid, to determine the opening 
price, to set bidding increments, to vary the order of the auction, to 
reopen bidding in the case of a dispute, to withdraw any lot, to bid on 
behalf of CNG, to bid on behalf of the consignor, and to permit the 
consignor to bid on his own lots. CNG may loan or advance money 
to consignors or prospective bidders, and may have an interest other 
than commission charges in any lot.

Demonstrating the usual flare shown by the die engravers in the service of 
Pyrrhos during his military expedition in Italy and Sicily, the small gold 
issues of 280/279 depicting Nike and Leukippos (HN Italy 1629-1631) 
are of arefinement second to none. The traditional city founder is rendered 
in exquisite detail with the added novelty of his helmet being decorated 
with Scylla hurling a stone, the very embodiment of aggressive violence 
before the enemy in time of war.

Originally described in CNG 72 as anepigraphic, further study has 
revealed that there are faint traces of a legend (... ME?) curving downward 
along the left side of the obverse, as well as a trace of the letter M at 12 
o’clock on the reverse. Another specimen in a private collection, struck 
from similar dies, also shows traces of these letters. Another interesting 
aspect of these coins is the flan, which is more round than the typical 
Poseidonian pieces, and there is no indication of an incuse on the reverse, 
suggesting they belong to a period after 445. At the same time, there is 
no trace of an obverse border, which likewise suggests an issue earlier 
than 445. In any event, all of these characteristics and the curving 
obverse legend are quite dissimilar to other nomoi at Poseidonia, and 
are quite rare, with the Munich piece apparently being the sole published 
example.

One of the earliest of the recognized masters of Sicilian engraving, the 
unknown artist who created the Demareteion dekadrachm of Syracuse 
was also responsible for several coins struck for the neighboring city of 
Leontini. R. Ross Holloway discusses the relationship of the Leontini 
tetradrachms with the masterworks of the “Demareteion Master” at 
Syracuse in “Damarete’s Lion,” ANSMN XI, pp. 1-11. He regards them 
as works of the same hand, while Carmen Arnold-Biucchi in her work on 
the Randazzo Hoard sees influence from, but not the work of, the master, 
with the Leontini piece being a few years later and in a more developed 
realistic style.

The sun cross, a cross inside a circle, is one of the oldest and most widely used religious symbols in human history. A powerful symbol of the sun and 
its diurnal journey across the sky, the sun cross is also associated with the wheel and its invention. Commonly found on rock carvings dating to the 
prehistoric era, the symbol appears in ancient Egypt, China, Europe, Anatolia, and Mesopotamia. Miniature cast wheels were common votive gifts in the 
sanctuaries of the sun gods in Northern Greece, Macedonia, and Thrace during the Archaic and Classical periods. Bronze was a natural choice for the 
metal used, because in addition to its bright, “sun-lit” appearance, bronze was considered a sacred, ‘pure’ material in ancient times (cf. a similar inscribed 
votive wheel in L.H. Jeffery, The Local Scripts of Archaic Greece [Oxford: the Clarenden Press, 1961], p. 106). Later, such wheel symbols became a 
common motif on coinage, most prominently seen on the tribal coinage in the Thraco-Macdedonian region (e.g. the Edones and Derrones), as well as the 
coinage of a number of Black Sea settlements, such as Istros.

Apollonia Prepares for War 


The 5th and 4th century BC coinage of Apollonia Pontika reflects that city’s origins: commercial wealth and maritime power. The gorgon was a popular 
apotropaic device, seen as warding off evil; thus a number of ancient Greek cities adopted it as a coin design. The anchor and the crayfish attest to the 
city’s reliance on maritime commerce for its economy, and the anchor depicted on these coins is actually one of the first anchors of modern design 


rendered in Greek art. 


In 342/1 BC, Philip II attacked and conquered Apollonia as well as other towns in Thrace, thereby incorporating these areas into the Macedonian realm. 
These silver drachms of Apollonia were struck in the period during the military buildup prior to Philip’s conquest, when the city needed to produce 
coinage to finance its defense against the Macedonian invasion. Philip’s conquest, however, brought a close to the city’s autonomous silver coinage, as 


no issue subsequent to this one was ever minted.

THRACO-MACEDONIAN TRIBES 


The Last Derrones Dodekadrachm?

A small number of this unpublished type recently appeared on the market 
within a group of Derrones dodekadrachms. The simplified style and 
light weight (the usual dodekadrachm weight is about 40 grams) have 
led to the suggestion that this new type may be a contemporary imitative 
issue. However, several factors indicate that this coin is more likely a 
late official issue. An imitative issue would be highly unusual in this 
period, and visual inspection indicates that the silver quality is no less 
fine than the usual issues. Although the style is simplified compared 
with some other Derrones dodekadrachms, there is considerable variety 
within the whole series, and some published examples (see above) 
do display a similar style. Moreover, within the same group another 
unpublished variety appeared with a weight of 36.90 g (Gemini III, lot 
84). Both new types appear to have minimal wear, perhaps less than 
other dodekadrachms in the group, so they may postdate the other pieces. 
The presence of the lighter weight pieces in the same group as the usual 
issues suggests that the lighter weight pieces were considered acceptable 
payment (although perhaps at a value commensurate with their weight) 
along with the others. All these factors indicate that these light weight 
types represent an official transition to a lower weight standard in the late 
Derrrones dodekadrachms, culminating with the present coin which may 
represent the final issue in this impressive series.

LHS attributed their piece based on the similarity of style of the 
gorgoneion to known obols at Maroneia (Schénert-Geiss 354-6). 
The helmet, however, is problematic. First, an equal argument can be 
made for the similarity of the helmet to those on the issues of the early 
Macedonian kings as well as a number of mercenary issues in Magna 
Graecia. Second, a helmet never appears as a type at Maroneia. Finally, 
all of the issues of Maroneia prior to the second century BC include 
either some form of horse or grapes, neither of which appears here. 
Nonetheless, the characteristics of the flan, as well as the general style, 
suggest a placement in the Thraco-Macedonian region.

Aineia (mod. Nea Michaniona) was located on the north-east coast of 
the Chalkidike. It was a comparatively obscure place in ancient times, 
occupied from the Archaic through the Hellenistic periods. Some fine 
burial mounds from the city have produced gold treasures, and the city 
is attested in Athenian fiscal documents. According to legend it was 
founded by Trojans, who named it after the famous Trojan hero, Aineias 
(Aeneas). 


The occasion for the issue of this impressive silver tetradrachm is not 
known, though by its style and fabric it can be dated to the middle of the 
fourth century BC. Its designs were clearly inspired by existing Greek 
coin types, though it does distinguish itself with some local flare. The 
head of the nymph on the obverse, wreathed in grain, is seemingly based 
upon the prolific issues of staters of Lokris in central Greece, which 
often circulated in northern Greece. The reverse is perhaps inspired by 
the standard issues of Ainos, which also featured a lone standing animal, 
albeit a goat.

The entry for Traité IV 1439 is full of errors. While the description and 
photograph match this hemiobol, Babelon’s recording of the size, weight, 
and reference to BMC Thrace p. 233, 4a, are for a completely different 
coin (the BMC obol, with a facing bucranium on the reverse). Sch6nert- 
Geiss, Bisanthe 18, the BMC obol, compounds the error by referencing 
Traité 1439 in her listing, without mentioning the error in Traité. 
Furthermore, the hemiobol type which is photographed and described 
in Traité is completely missing from Schénert-Geiss’ corpus. As Traité 
only lists the BMC coin, the true reference for the photographed coin is 
unknown.

Krenides was a small colony of Thasos established on the plain of 
Philippoi, circa 360/59 BC (Diodoros, XVI 3.7). In 357 BC, these 
colonists appealed to Philip II of Macedon for aid against the local 
Thracians, who were attempting to oust the non-native Thasians 
(Stephanos of Byzantium, s.v. PtAwwot). Shortly after Philip defeated 
the Thracians, he refounded Krenides as Philippoi, and settled a number 
of Macedonians there, who soon began to issue coinage in the name of 
the new city. Two series of coinage have been attributed to the city’s 
early period, while it was a Thasian colony. Both types feature the lion 
skin clad head of Herakles on their obverse and the legend OAZION 
HIIEIPO (or EIIEIPO). On the reverse, one series, only known in 
bronze, has a club and bow (as the present coin), while the other series, 
known in gold and bronze, has a tripod (Le Rider, Thasiennes 28-30). 
This second series is fundamental in establishing the placement of these 
coin at Krenides, as the staters are virtually identical in all respects to 
the staters of Philippoi, except for their ethnic. (See also B. Isaac, The 
Greek Settlements in Thrace until the Macedonian Conquest |Leiden:

The attribution of this piece is still conjectural. With the exception of 
Traité, all references and prior sales have placed these coins, rightfully 
so, within the Thraco-Macedonian region, based on their fabric and 
style. The most obvious attribution would be to the Thraco-Macedonian 
tribe of the Mygdones or Krestones, but Lorber’s study of their coinage 
(formerly given to Aigai) discounts such an attribution. Instead, Lorber 
convincingly argues for its placement among the issues of Alexander I, 
who used a similar goat forepart on the reverse of his early tetradrachms, 
particularly those assigned to his second group (cf. SNG ANS 24-6). 
Although the dating of the present issue is given to correspond to this 
group, it is possible that it may also belong to his group I coinage, which 
featured a goat head on the reverse of some tetradrachms (cf. SNG ANS 
12-15).

The appearance of this coin corrects a misdating in the Alexander type 
coinage of Chios. In his die study of these issues, Bauslaugh placed the 
drachms with obverse die 50 into his Period 2 coinage (Price c. 270-220 
BC). Although the drachms lacked the characteristic sphinx control mark 
of Period 2, he (albeit hesitatingly) placed them there based on their 
ME monogram, which was also found on tetradrachms that did have 
the sphinx control. The control marks on the present coin, however, a 
monogram above grape bunch, certainly belongs to Period 1, suggesting 
that all the drachms of die 50 should be placed in that period.

Price cited Akcakale 47 as the sole example for this issue, and its off- 
center strike prevented an accurate reading of its left field control. The 
present coin, struck from the same obverse die as the Akcakale specimen, 
clearly shows that the left field control is a dolphin.

Ptolemy Keraunos, the eldest son of Ptolemy I, was originally chosen 
as heir to the Ptolemaic dynasty in Egypt, but that title eventually fell 
unto his younger half-brother. Attempting to establish power elsewhere, 
Keraunos arrived at the court of Lysimachos, the husband of his half- 
sister, Arsinée II, with whom Keraunos later traveled east seeking the aid 
of Seleukos. Seleukos accepted alliance with Keraunos and later defeated 
Lysimachos, only to be murdered in turn by Keraunos shortly thereafter. 
Having married Arsinée and forged an alliance with Pyrrhos of Epeiros, 
Keraunos ruled for two years until his death fighting against the Gauls.

A number of theories surround this enigmatic issue, unique in Larissan 
coinage. The most widely-accepted interpretations are those propounded 
by C. Seltman and M. Sordi. For Seltman (Greek Coins, p. 161), Aleuas 
(founder of the Thessalian ruling house) is depicted to promote the claim 
of Hellokrates, an Aleuad noble, against Alexander of Pherai in 361 
BC. Supporting this contention is the legend on the reverse, EAAA, 
seen as a contracted form of Hellokrates. M. Sordi (“La drachma di 
Aleuas e l’origine di un tipo monetario di Alessandro Magno,” Annali 
3 [1956]), however, has dated this type to the reign of Alexander III of 
Macedon. Upon Alexander’s accession, he became lagas of Thessaly, 
and Sordi suggests that Alexander issued this coinage to emphasize the 
joint ancestry of the Thessalian and Macedonian royalty, both of whom 
descended from Dodona in Epeiros. Sordi notes that, along with Epeirote 
coins, this type is also found on early issues of Alexander II of Macedon 
(the ‘eagle’ coinage, cf. Price pl. CXLIID). A secure date and historical 
context await further research or evidence.

Exceptional Offering of Thessalian League Coinage 


Beginning about 1000 BC, the two plains of Thessaly, comprising a number of cities led by aristocratic families, were untied in a federation under a single 
chief, or archon. The Thessalian League (or Confederacy) was created in the late sixth century BC by Aleuas the Red, who reorganized the state into a 
unity of four tetrads of four cities under the archon (also called tagos). Although the Thessalians were a dominant state in Greek affairs early in its life, 
the state became increasingly weak following the outbreak of internal rivalries in the fifth century BC. In the aftermath of the Lamian War, and further 
intrigues in the third century BC, Thessaly was effectively partitioned between Macedon and the Aitolian Confederacy, and was relegated to a setting for 
competing militaries, including the Romans. After T. Quinctius Flaminius declared Greek freedom in 196 BC, the Thessalian cities were liberated, and 
this occasioned the inception of the last Thessalian coinage series. This series, comprised solely of silver coinage in three denominations (stater, drachm, 
and hemidrachm/obol), was the first truly Thessalian League “federal” coinage. All issues bore the ethnic OEZZAATQN, along with the responsible 
magistrates’ names, and were likely minted at Larissa, the captial of the League. The types employed were few, but all are familiar types appearing 
on various Thessalian coinages during the previous two hundred years: Zeus, Apollo, Athena Itonia (the “Thessalian Pallas”), and the bridled horse. 
Unfortunately, this federal coinage also was the last Thessalian coinage to ever be minted. The terminal date of the series is tied to the end of Thessaly 
proper, when it was incorporated by the Romans into the new province of Macedonia.

Hegesaretos of Larissa was a prominent Thessalian who was a partisan 
of Pompey. Other than that he was active in the years 63-49 BC, little is 
known of him today. He was mentioned by both Caesar and Cicero (Caes., 
BC Ill, 35, 2, and Cic., Ad. fam., XVI, 25), and his name appears on a 
few of these Thessalian League staters. The present issue is significant in 
that it only mentions Hegesaretos’ name alone; the upper legend on the 
reverse is certainly not a name, but its meaning is unknown. (See also B.

Extensive Offering of Theban Magistrate Staters 


The staters of the Boeotian Confederacy of the 4th century are well known to numismatists. These staters, struck on the Aiginetic standard, bear on the 
obverse the usual Boeotian shield and on the reverse an amphora, with the addition of magistrate names and, on occasion, vines hanging from the handles 
or extra symbols around the amphora. Although the coins do not bear the mark of an issuing city, Thebes, as hegemon of the Boiotian Confederacy, was 
most likely responsible for their issuance. In his study of the series, “The 4th Century BC Magistrate Coinage of the Boiotian Confederacy,” Numismatica 
Khronika (1998), R. Hepworth has identified 44 different magistrates and 97 separate varieties. The series begins in the early years of the 4th century 
and ends at the Battle of Khaironeia in 338 BC. 


The actual identities of most of the magistrates remain obscure. However, the magistrate abbreviated as EIIIIA or EIIAM has been identified as the 
historical Epaminondas (see “Epaminondas’ Coinage,” in Proceedings of the 10th International Congress of Numismatics (London 1986), p. 35-40), who, 
at the battle of Leuktra in 371 BC, successfully led the Boiotians against the invading Spartan army, thus ending nearly 300 years of Spartan military 


supremacy. Epaminondas would meet his death in 362 BC at the battle of Mantinea.

There are times when some of us wonder what the world would be like 
today if Alexander the Great had lived to a ripe old age. The same kind 
of “Waat if ...” thinking could be applied to Epaminondas. His premature 
death on the battlefield of Mantinea in 362 BC deprived Thebes of its 
greatest statesman and soldier, signalling the start of Thebes’ rapid 
decline into obscurity. If Epaminondas had lived to reap the benefits of 
his Mantinean victory he would have undoubtedly proceeded to unite all 
Greece under his leadership. The next step would be to turn to the North 
and face Philip who, instead of finding a divided Greece ready for the 
taking, would think twice before attempting to invade Thessaly. Whether 
then there would be a clash between the two emerging superpowers or a 
truce between them, is anybody’s guess. Perhaps Philip would remember 
the years he spent as a hostage in Thebes and his respect for the Theban 
statesman would prevail. The conquest of Asia would then materialize 
sooner and in a more permanent manner. But, like most great soldiers, 
Epaminondas thought nothing of leading his men into battle and, instead 
of capitalizing on his genius, Thebes paid the price for his recklessness.

An Extensive Offering of New Style Tetradrachms 


Around 165 BC, Athens introduced a new series of precious metal coinage. Colloquially called the “New Style Coinage” today, it represented a revolution 
in the coinage of Athens. Although it remained essentially an Athena/Owl type, this new coinage broke from the traditional, more archaic-style devices 
employed on the previous three centuries of Athenian coinage. The obverse now depicts the Athena Parthenos of Pheidias, wearing her triple-crested 
Attic helmet adorned on its visor with the foreparts of four or more horses, and a flying Pegasos on the bowl. On the reverse, the owl was now shown 
standing on a horizontal amphora, with an elaborate array of magistrates’ names, symbols, and other letters in the surrounding fields. The entirety of the 
reverse was enclosed within a large olive wreath. These new depictions were largely facilitated by the coins’ innovative flans that were far more broad, 
offering a larger canvas for the celator to fill. Unlike the previous two centuries, this coinage was produced on a large scale, as attested by its abundance 
in hoards. This uptick is generally attributed to Athens’ recovery of the port of Delos in 166 BC. As with the fifth century issues, this New Style Coinage 
became an important and respected coinage in international trade, being found today at sites throughout the Mediterranean area, and was also imitated 
at a number of cities. The series reached its apogee in the early first century BC, but went into steep decline following Sulla’s capture of Athens in the 
spring of 86 BC. Until then, the coins were produced in an unbroken annual sequence, but were now relegated to a few disconnected, sporadic issues 
that ultimately came to an end in the 40s BC.

Amastris, a niece of Darios III of Persia, became a pawn in the complex 
dynastic quarrels that followed the death of Alexander. She had been 
given as wife to Alexander’s general Krateros, but was dismissed when 
Krateros arranged a marriage for himself with the daughter of Antipater. 
Amastris then married Dionysos, tyrant of Herakleia, by whom she 
had three children before his death in 306 BC. In 302 BC she married 
Lysimachos of Thrace, who soon acquired a more profitable alliance by 
wedding Arsinoé, the daughter of Ptolemy I Soter of Egypt. Amastris 
then retired to the territory of Herakleia, where she founded a new city 
named after herself. She was not destined to find peace, however; in 
288 BC her two covetous sons had her drowned and seized her city for 
themselves.

Although the style of the incuse is not 
typical for the city, the style of Pegasos is most similar, with both wings 
visible, and the head lowered towards its forelegs.

A member city of the Ionian Dodekapolis, Teos was a thriving seaport 
with two fine harbors. It was the birthplace of Anakreon the poet, 
Hekataios the historian, Protagoras the sophist, Skythinos the poet, 
Andron the geographer, and Apellikon, the preserver of the works of 
Aristotle. When the Persians under Cyrus invaded circa 540 BC, many 
Teans fled, resettling in Abdera. The griffin was the badge of the city of 
Teos, and is present on the coins of both cities.

In expiation for his murder of Iphitos at Tiryns, Herakles was compelled 
by the Delphic oracle to serve Omphale, the queen of Lydia, for one 
year. During this time, he performed a number of labors, similar to those 
which he undertook while serving Eurystheus, including the capture of 
the Kerkopes, the killing of the Syleus, and the conquest of the city of 
the Itones. At the same time, he was forced to wear women’s clothing 
and spin wool and, according to the poet Ovid (Fasti 2.305), at one point 
during this time, Omphale even wore Herakles’ lion skin and carried 
his club while ordering him about.

As part of the Achaemenid Empire, Caria in the fourth century BC was 
under the rule of a family of semi-independent satraps known collectively 
as the Hekatomnids, named after the dynasty’s founder, Hekatomnos. A 
native of Mylasa, Hekatomnos was appointed satrap of Caria after the fall 
of Tissaphernes, with orders that he provide forces which would assist 
the Great King in his recovery of the island of Cyprus. According to 
Diodorus Siculus (14.98) Hekatomos was placed in command of the fleet 
for this operation. Though there exists some doubt about Hekatomnos’ 
loyalty to the Achaemenids, such doubts did not prevent him being given 
control of Miletos, one of the most important Ionian cities, certainly 
his in 386 BC under the terms of the King’s Peace. The clear Milesian 
influence on his coins suggests that Hekatomnos struck these coins there. 
Interested in Hellenic culture (though, possibly hedging his diplomatic 
bets), Hekatomnos sent his youngest son Pixodaros to Athens as part of 
a deputation; his older son was bound by xenia, or guest friendship, with 
Agesilaus, king of Sparta. When he died in 377 BC, Hekatomnos’ son 
Maussollos succeeded him, soon in turn to be followed by his other sons, 
Hidreus and Pixodaros.

The issue of the magistrate Gorgos with the bow-in-bow case symbol 
(Ashton 288), is among the most common for this period. The present 
coin, however, is significantly different in two respects. First, the obverse 
has the head of Helios facing directly forward, rather than being turned 
slightly to the right. Also, the magistrate’s name is inscribed in the 
genitive form, rather than the usual nominative. These variances from the 
norm suggest this coin may be part of one of the many “pseudo-Rhodian” 
issues from Greece or elsewhere.

The Plinthophoric Coinage of Rhodes 


This late series of silver fractions was among the longest-running of 
all the Rhodian series. Its types continued from that found on previous 
issues. Helios was adopted as the patron deity of Rhodes upon the city’s 
foundation in 407/7 BC, and became the nearly universal obverse type 
of Rhodian coinage over the following four centuries. The rose was a 
pun on the city’s name, a common practice in Greek coinage, and also 
was the dominant type on the reverse of Rhodian coins until the first 
century AD. The plinthophoric series runs from circa 190 BC to 84 BC, 
and represents a complete overhaul of the monetary system, in which the 
traditional Rhodian standard was abandoned in favor of a new standard 
based on a ‘plinthophoric’ drachm of around 3 grams, which was more 
commensurate with other currencies of the time. Another innovation 
was the abandonment of all denominations higher than a drachm, 
and a proliferation of regular issues of hemidrachms and diobols. As 
mentioned above, the types remained the same, but certain details were 
altered. On drachms and diobols Helios was now more often portrayed 
in profile, rather than facing, and the facing portraits on hemidrachms 
were now radiate. The reverse design was placed into a shallow incuse 
square, which is where the name of the series is derived (tA(vOoc = 
brick or ingot). The exact reason for this major reorganization of 
Rhodian coinage is not known for certain, but the prevalent theory is 
that it was undertaken to conform to the changes extant under the terms 
of the Peace of Apameia in 188 BC. Whatever the reason, this change 
was enduring, with the series lasting nearly 100 years. The plinthophoric 
coinage came to an end during the First Mithridatic War, during which 
the Roman survivors of the Vespers of 88 BC fled to Rhodes, which was 
subsequently besieged by the Pontic king. The siege lasted for six months, 
during which time the silver supply dwindled to such low quantities that 
the coinage was supplanted by issues of large-denomination bronzes (see 
Ashton, Coinage, pp. 61-5).

This is the first and only representation showing the two most prestigious 
cult vessels of the Temple on an ancient Jewish coin, the Menorah 
(candelabrum) on one side and the Showbread Table on the other, being 
the original ones as seen prior to the Temple destruction in 70 A.D. It 
is, indeed, the earliest datable object picturing these articles in Jewish 
art. This coin is unique in all of ancient Jewish coinage, in that it shows 
articles used in Temple worship. It was produced differently from the 
bulk of the coins of Antigonos, and also the weight standard appears to 
be much lighter. The golden table (Showbread Table) was placed near 
the Menorah and with the Menorah, a companion article in services. It 
is quite likely that the Showbread Table does not receive the veneration 
that the Menorah does in modern times, because of the importance of 
bread and the Lord’s Table in Christian services. The rule of Mattathias 
as High Priest commenced in 40 B.C. and by 37 B.C. Herod I, threatened 
to end five generations of Hasmonean rule. The Jewish population was 
afraid of the turn of events and Antigonos issued this unique coin type, 
during the siege of Jerusalem. The depiction of these objects is forbidden 
in the Babylonian Talmud; “A man may not make a house after the 
design of the Temple, a courtyard after the design of the Temple, a table 
after the design of the table (in the Temple), or a candelabrum after the 
design of the candelabrum (in the Temple).” Interestingly, this paragraph 
singles out the Menorah and the Showbread Table from all the objects 
in the Temple and forbids their reproduction. It is also interesting that 
they are mentioned in a single category. Meshorer observes that it was 
not until the third century A.D. that the Menorah became the most 
important Jewish symbol. “Thus the depiction of the image on this coin 
minted as early as the reign of Antigonus is a remarkable and daring 
phenomenon, which must be seen in the context of the contemporary 
historical circumstances. Antigonos may have depicted these objects on 
his coins both to encourage his supporters and to remind the people of 
their duty to preserve the sanctity of the Temple (and its High Priest) 
from the foreigners.” This specimen, the most sought after of Jewish 
coins rarely appears on the market. Curiously it is the most expensive 
object in copper for any known artifact, by weight. The most recent sale 
examples are the Bromberg specimen (Superior, Dec. 5, 1991, lot 19, 
which appears to be from the same dies as this specimen and realized 
US$27,500), and the Abramowitz Family Collection specimen (Superior 
8 December 1993, lot 12. which realized $31,900). While this example 
is off centre and shows almost no representation of the Menorah it has as 
fine a Showbread Table as any on all the known specimens.

The helmet on the reverse of this type has been the subject of much 
research. Initially called a vessel by Madden in 1864, others, like Kindler 
in 1974, refer to it as a thymaterion (an incense burner), but Meshorer and 
Hendin now believe it to be a helmet. Its confirmation as a helmet was 
presented by Hendin in the Israel Numismatic Journal Vol.11 in which 
he showed that, through the analysis of a superb specimen, there was 
a wreath on the helmet which included a large leaf as a central device. 
Thus, he concluded that the object is a soldier’s helmet with a wreath, 
cheek pieces, and straps. Leaves on helmets were a suitable symbol and 
design motif at this time as Herod I did not depict human images on any 
of his coins

The absence of a name, and the crude execution of the obverse die strongly 
suggest that this is a local imitation of an Alexandrine type drachm. The 
cupped shape of the reverse die is characteristic of issues struck in the 
far east during the reign of the Seleukid kings Seleukos I and Antiochos 
I. Another interesting aspect of this coin is the representation of Zeus 
Nikephoros, rather than Zeus Aétophoros on the reverse. This type was 
introduced to the Alexandrine coinage by Seleukos I circa 305/0 BC, and 
also supports an eastern origin for this enigmatic piece.

Like Indra, the chief god of 
the Rig Veda, Shaoreoro was the genius of Kushan imperial might and 
the god of the molten metal that was to cover the earth on the Last Day.

His association, however, 
with Atar, the personification of fire, is more frequent, and represents 
not only the fire which purges unrighteousness, but also the hearth-fire 
which unites the family.

Thorius Flaccus served as proconsul of the province of Bithynia under 
Augustus. He is only known from his coin issues at Nicaea (RPC 
2027-30) and Nicomedia (RPC 2062-3). M. Grant, in FITA (p. 384), 
listed his dates in office as 29-28 BC, but this was based on an assumed 
similarity in portrait with a cistophorus minted in 28 BC, which has now 
been discounted (see RPC p. 337).

One of the greatest problems facing Domitian toward the end of his reign 
was the lack of an heir — a problem which he solved by adopting two of 
his great-nephews, the sons of his niece, Domitilla. Possibly fearing the 
legitimacy of rival heir Titus Flavius Clemens, nephew of Vespasian and 
husband of Domitilla, Domitian exiled Flavius along with his wife to 
Pandateria on charges of atheism. As nothing further is recorded about 
either adopted heir, it can be assumed that both were punished in some 
way for the supposed crimes of their parents.

Other than his name, little else is known about the Marceullus depicted 
on this issue is uncertain. Certainly he held office worthy of this coinage, 
but during this period, no Marcellus is known to have served as a 
proconsul in Asia, nor is there any other reference to such an individual 
having served in any other important capacity.

Paullus Fabius Maximus, of the famed patrician gens Fabia, had served 
as consul in 11 BC. His time as proconsul in Asia is firmly set by the 
details of a solar calendar that he introduced in Asia during his tenure 
there (V. Ehrenberg and A.H.M. Jones, Documents Illustrating the Reign 
of Augustus [Oxford, 1976], pp. 115-6). Paullus Fabius was a close friend 
of Augustus, and his wife, Marcia, was a first cousin of the emperor. 
There is speculation that he committed suicide after being linked to 
the controversy surrounding Julia the Elder. His brother, Africanus 
Fabius Maximus, was consul in 10 BC, and his portrait also appears on 
provincial coins, as proconsul in Africa (see lot 1551, below).

The reverse of this coin recalls the second major conflict of Zeus’ rise 
to power. After he had defeated the Titans in the Titantomachy and 
apportioned their former relatives to his fellow Olympians, he was 
compelled to resolve a conflict with the Giants, offspring of Gaia and 
Cronus. Known as the Gigantomachy, these chthonic half-man, half- 
serpent creatures attempted to wrestle power from the Olympians by 
casting them out of Olympus. To accomplish this, the Giants attempted 
to reach Olympus by heaping up one mountain range on top of the 
other. From above, Zeus and the other Olympians defended themselves 
by hurling their weapons. In the end, however, it was the assistance of 
Hercules, that won the day. With the final defeat of the Giants, the rule of 
Zeus was no longer challenged.

While the early imperial coinage of this city is not well-known, owing to 
the great rarity of its examples, this issue in particular, proves to be the 
most enigmatic. Because of the inclusion of civic years on the coins, our 
specimen is known to be part of a type which was struck during the reigns 
of both Gaius and Claudius. As to whom the portraits represent, there 
has been much scholarly debate. Ruprecht Ziegler (Stdéidtisches Prestige 
und kaiserliche Politik, p. 17), suggests the portraits are Alexander III of 
Macedon and Julius Caesar respectively, as the founders of the city.

The similarity of this coin’s reverse to that of Aesillas led to the earlier 
attribution of this issue to Macedonia. Unlike the more typical club of 
Hercules, the presence of a spear (hasta) suggested the issuer to be an 
as-yet-unknown quaestor propraetore, who, unlike Aesillas, would have 
held the power of imperium. Based on this assumption, Grant gave the 
issue to M. Acilius at Thessalonica, whom he tentatively identified as 
Caesar’s governor of Macedonia in the final year of the Dictator’s life. The 
style of the portrait is identical to a coin of the possible Cilician Colonia 
Iulia Veteranorum (RPC 4082). That coin bears the additional obverse 
legend PRINCEPS FELIX, a title which clearly identifies the portrait as 
Augustus. Imhoof-Blumer and Grant both assigned the aforementioned 
issue and our coin to the southwestern areas of the Black Sea, but to 
date no specimen of our coin has turned up in sites there, as one might 
expect if that region were its point of origin. The patination, typical of 
Syria, may lend support for locating this coin there; at present the lack of 
conclusive evidence seems to preclude a more certain attribution.

This issue raises three important questions. The first regards where it 
was minted. While the general consensus assigns it to a mint in Cyprus, 
this attribution is tenuous, and Crete, the northern Balkans, and Rome 
itself have been suggested as equally plausible alternatives. The second 
question regards its strike date. If the obverse legend for this coin follows 
the pattern set at Rome, then this coin had to be struck after 147 AD when 
the DIVA FAVSTINA obverse legend was instituted. The third question 
then regards the purpose for which this coin was struck. Galerius 
Antoninus was the natural son of Antoninus Pius and Faustina Senior. 
When he had died before his father had been made Caesar, Hadrian 
compelled Antoninus Pius, now without any natural son, to adopt Lucius 
Verus, the son of Hadrian’s previous Caesar, and Marcus Aurelius as 
his own sons and heirs. In AD 147 Faustina Junior, Antoninus Pius’ 
only surviving child was created Augusta upon her marriage to Marcus 
Aurelius. In the flurry of issues struck to commemorate this event and the 
formation of a new dynasty, it is quite possible that this issue was struck 
to commemorate the young boy’s premature death and include him in an 
as yet uncertain way into the new imperial scheme.

introductory commentary. Each coin is also assigned a rarity value based on specimens known to the 
author. 


Four appendices complete the book. Appendix 1 lists countermarks found on the aes coinage, with 
each one cross-referenced to its appropriate Howgego number. Appendix 2 notes the provenance of 
each illustrated coin. Appendix 3 provides a concordance chart for each general type to Butcher, while 
Appendix 4 illustrates addenda to the catalog, including each coin’s weight, die axis, and size, as well 
as any relevant die links. Finally, a bibliography of the works cited lists the relevant numismatic works 
that form the basis of the study. 


This well-researched book will be the new standard reference for the provincial coinage of Antioch, 
and will prove beneficial not only to numismatists and collectors, but those interested in this important 
provincial city.

Although the main Pythian Games were held at Apollo’s sanctuary at 
Delphi, many other cities throughout the eastern portion of the Roman 
Empire periodicially held smaller versions of this event. Like their 
Delphic original, these smaller versions included a number of athletic 
contests, as well as music and poetry competitions. Often such eVents 
were associated with other deities, based on the important civic cults 
of each city. At Heliopolis (mod. Baalbek), the site of a massive temple 
complex dedicated to Jupiter-Zeus-Baal-Hadad, Venus-Aphrodite- 
Astarte, and Bacchus-Dionysus, these games were known by the as the 
certamina sacra Capitolia Oecumenica Iselastica Heliopolitana. Here, 
celebrations were held in honor of Jupiter-Zeus-Baal-Hadad, not only 
associating this god his counterpart at Rome, but also the city with 
the Empire as a whole. Owing to the rarity of this issue, it is possible 
that these games were held in the presence of Valerian himself, who 
was certainly in the East at this time, preparing for his war against the 
Sasanians. Consequently, Heliopolis could feel especially honored at its 
presence for this for this important moment upon the imperial stage.

Serapis was a syncretic god, combining Hellenistic Greek and Egyptian 
religious beliefs. His name is of Egyptian origin and derives from a 
synthesis of Ausar (Greek, Osiris), the Egyptian god of the Underworld, 
and Hapi (Greek, Apis), a manifestation of the god Ptah. Under the 
Ptolemies, Serapis became the chief tutelary god and the subject of 
a royally-sponsored cult, whose emphasis on an afterlife made the 
worship of Serapis one of the more popular mystery cults. His immense 
popularity soon extended his creation as Serapis-Pantheos, a hybrid 
deity incorporating other divine elements. In Alexandria a large temple 
complex, called the Serapeum was constructed and remained highly 
patronized well into the fourth century AD. Shortly after the imperial 
decree of AD 391, officially declaring pagan temples closed, the 
Serapeum was besieged, plundered and destroyed.

One of the four guattuor amplissima collegia originally held by Roman 
pontiffs, the septemviri epulonum were a collegium of seven men whose 
purpose was to arrange public banquets at various festivals and games 
held in Rome. Owing to its religious overtones, participation in this 
office allowed those citizens to whom the offices of augur, pontifex, or 
quindecimvir sacris faciundis were closed the opportunity to have some 
religious participation as part of their career.

The style and fabric of this coin suggest that it belongs to an anonymous 
restitution issue of either Trajan or Hadrian.

He took an interest in the well-being of the populace and 
instituted a number of popular reforms: he released those imprisoned 
for treason, banned future prosecutions for treason, granted amnesty to 
many whom Domitian had exiled, restored much confiscated property, 
and involved the Roman Senate in his rule. His mild ways and refusal to 
execute the murderers of Domitian caused some disaffection within the 
military, among whom Domitian had enjoyed considerable popularity. 
This reverse type reflects Nerva’s recognition that he needed to placate 
the army and navy, whose support he eventually gained by adopting 
Trajan.

Aureolus was an extraordinarily capable general who served under 
Valerian and Gallienus. Around AD 258, Gallienus stationed a new cavalry 
unit at Mediolanum that was to serve as a quick reaction force against 
any new invasions along the frontier of the central empire. Aureolus was 
given command of this unit. In AD 260-261 his forces defeated the armies 
of the usurpers Ingenuus and Macrianus, and recovered the province of 
Raetia. Following these victories, Gallienus and Aureolus led a Roman 
army against the breakaway Gallic provinces under Postumus. Gallienus 
was forced to leave the field after being injured in battle, and left the 
campaign in the hands of Aureolus. Aureolus ended the campaign shortly 
thereafter, and while the reason is uncertain, the historical record suggests 
it was due to either his incompetence or else treachery (he had come to a 
secret agreement with Postumus). While the former seems unlikely, given 
Aureolus’ record, the latter is possible, as there are indications that he had 
been preparing for a revolt as early as AD 262. Regardless, at some point in 
AD 267, Aureolus revolted and established his base at Mediolanum, where 
Gallienus besieged him in AD 268. The details of the revolt are unclear, 
but it appears that Aureolus first appealed to Postumus for aid, and, failing 
to gain the Gallic Emperor’s support, declared himself emperor. About 
the same time, Gallienus was murdered, and was succeeded by Claudius 
II Gothicus, who continued to besiege Mediolanum. Soon, though, it 
appeared that an agreement was reached, and Aureolus emerged from the 
city to meet Claudius. Any such concord, however, was simply a ruse, as 
Aureolus was taken into custody and executed.

The reverse of this medallion depicts the tres Monetae, female 
personifications of the three metals of gold, silver, and bronze, and 
commemorates the attempt of Claudius II to reform Roman currency. 
When Claudius II took the throne on the death of Gallienus in AD 
268, the Roman Empire had reached its lowest point. In addition to the 
numerous internal and external rebellions, the economy was in a state of 
near-collapse. While gold aurei still continued to be struck in order to pay 
the army, silver denarii and antoniniani, as well as the earlier large bronze 
denominations, had disappeared completely. In their place, antoniniani 
of near-billon composition became the medium of daily exchange. These 
too, however, soon diminished in size and style. Claudius II seems to 
have planned a reform of the currency, and he also began minting a wide 
variety of reverse types which emphasized traditional divine protection 
and renewal of Roman power. Unfortunately, the early death of Claudius 
II delayed the anticipated monetary reformation, which his successor, 
Aurelian, would carry through.

This coin presents numerous difficulties. First, the reverse type is 
completely unknown in bronze at any mint; it only appears in gold. 
While problematic, the appearance of a new reverse type in bronze is 
not impossible. The second difficulty regards the mintmark. This broad, 
thin-flanned follis must belong to the issues of circa May AD 310 - May 
AD 311, as the folles became compact and thick afterward. However, 
according to RIC, all of the aes issues for this period contain an “altar” in 
their mintmark, usually in the left field. It is certain that such a mark was 
not erased, or otherwise removed, from this coin. Nonetheless, as the 
reverse type is novel, it is possible that this symbol may be missing on this 
particular issue from this period. The third, and final, difficulty is most 
significant: the reverse legend commemorates the “seventh” consulship 
of Maximinus, but Maximinus was only consul twice, in AD 307 (while 
as Caesar) and AD 311 (as Augustus). A possible solution would be that 
the reverse is a hybrid from one of the other Augusti, but none of the 
others held their seventh consulship during Maximinus’ reign. Galerius 
did hold his eighth consulship jointly with Maximinus in AD 311, but 
it is clear that the numeral in the reverse legend does not contain a final 
“T” that would be needed for this coin to be a hybrid with a previously- 
unknown reverse type of Galerius. As this coin does not appear in any 
respect to be a modern forgery, and it was apparently found among a 
large hoard of folles, the only possibility remaining would seem to be 
that it is a contemporary forgery. However, it would be very unlikely that 
a forger would make a novel type that would be more difficult to pass off 
compared to a copy of a common issue. This certainly is a remarkable 
coin worthy of detailed, in depth study.

One of the most intractable problems in Byzantine numismatics has 
proven to be the light weight solidus struck at various times through the 
6th and 7th century. The initial theory, that they were produced for trade 
beyond the borders of the empire, is simply a historical accident, based on 
the first hoards of these pieces being found outside the empire. There is 
no evidence that they did not circulate side by side with full weight solidi; 
on the other hand, there is no evidence to indicate what their purpose may 
have been. Their first appearance comes after the re-conquest of Italy by 
Justinian I, suggesting that there was some relationship with the western 
market, but there is no reason the west would require a separate weight 
standard, especially not as much as 150 years later under Justinian II. A 
satisfactory explanation remains to be found.

Artavasdus was an able general who rose to prominence under Leo III and earned the hand of the emperor’s daughter Anna. In 742, a year after the death 
of Leo, he usurped the throne from his brother-in-law Constantine V. Artavasdus quickly raised his son Nicephorus to the rank of co-emperor, and most 
of the scant surviving coins from his reign feature a portrait of Nicephorus on the reverse. This exceptionally rare coin is from the usurper’s first issue, 
before the elevation of Nicephorus, and features the canonical cross potent on three steps reverse. Artavasdus was an iconodule whose decision to restore 
the icons was well received by the populace. The reverse legend on this rare issue, I4SUS XRIS TUS NICA, replaced the usual VICTORIA AVGHU legend 
found on previous solidi of this type, achieves a different religious tone than had appeared on the gold issues of Leo and Constantine, and may have been 
chosen to appease a frustrated church and citizenry.

Although unrecognized in western numismatic literature, these coins 
have been studied by Russian and Ukranian numismatists over the past 
century. The vast majority of the extant specimens have been found 
in the region of the Taman Peninsula, although some have been found 
throughout the Black Sea region and northern Caucasus. The context 
of their finds suggest they are datable from the mid-third to the early 
fourth centuries AD. Although other theories regarding their origin still 
persist, the consensus among Russian numismatists is that these coins 
were issued by the Goths. Most prominent among these numismatists 
is L.N. Kazamanova, who has produced the most detailed study of the 
coins to date. She has determined that the coinage began as imitations 
of Roman denarii, specifically those of Marcus Aurelius or Septimius 
Severus featuring Mars advancing right on the reverse (cf. RIC III, 326 
[Marcus] and RIC IV 46 [Severus]). Over time the obverse portrait and 
reverse type became more degenerate, eventually resulting in types that 
no longer resemble the original prototype. In her survey of the coins, 
Kazamanova has divided them into three groups based on the level of 
degeneration of the types, as well as their silver content. The present 
coin is from the latest group, which are of highly-debased billon and the 
designs are far removed from their prototypes.

By the end of the sixth century AD, diplomatic ties between the Byzantine Empire and southern Gaul were reestablished after having lapsed a century 
earlier. The resumption of ties was marked by the introduction of Merovingian pseudo-imperial coinage during the final years of the reign of Justin II 
(574-578). At first these coins were struck on a limited scale and under strict control of a centralized minting authority, which supervised all the mints, 
legalized the reduced local standard, and possibly supplied the dies. By 580, however, this control broke down, and soon some mints began striking issues 
of clearly inferior style and often with illiterate legends. Elsewhere, while mints such as Arles might conform briefly to centralized standards, they too 
soon lapsed into striking more “localized” types. 


During this period, only Marseille, by far the most active of the Gallic mints, as well as the only one to continue proclaiming loyalty to the Byzantine 
emperor, continued to remain under strict control, while it increased its output sharply by coining the heavy imperial subsidies flowing into the area in 
return for Frankish military assistance. 


In the final years of the reign of Maurice Tiberius, and certainly by 596, Marseille, now the chief regional mint, reintroduced a small, more tightly 
controlled pseudo-imperial issue in the name of Maurice Tiberius, which the mint continued to strike after the emperor’s death. Like those coins issued 
under Justin IL, this new issue was more than likely a resurgence of the Byzantine contact with the area that had been allowed to lapse during the preceding 
years. Although, as before, the other regional mints, such as Uzés, Viviers, and Arles also briefly participated, they soon fell into obscurity, and Marseilles 


became the main southern Gallic mint. 


Upon the death of Maurice Tiberius, Marseilles halfheartedly accepted the rule of Phocas. Although a very small and extremely rare issue was struck in 
the name of the new emperor, the mint preferred to continue striking the Maurice Tiberius type until the succession of Heraclius in 610, when it briefly 
struck coins commemorating his new rule. Subsequently, the Merovingian kings, at last able to exert their authority over southern Gaul, took over control 
of Marseilles and its mint and began striking issues in their own names.

Charles’ son, King Louis XII, was more 
successful. He invaded Milan in 1499 with the help of Swiss mercenaries 
and succeeded in pushing out the ruling Sforza family, the dynasty that 
had taken control in 1450. Louis XII ruled the duchy of Milan until 1513, 
when the Swiss mercenaries — now allied with the Sforzas — forced him 
out. For several more decades, France and Milan remained embroiled in 
back-and-forth political battles, always with the involvement of several 
other nations.

Theriaca (also known as ‘Venice triacle’) was an ancient medicinal 
compound, employed as a traditional medicine since the time of 
Mithridates VI of Pontus, and was used as antidote against any poisonous 
bite. Nero’s physician Andromachus, as well as the medical author Galen 
discussed its medicinal value. Containing more than 64 ingredients, 
including viper flesh and opium, as well as herbs, cinnamon, agarics, 
and gum arabic, it was mixed with honey and wine to complete the 
compounding process. During the Middle Ages, it was considered a 
panacea. Theriac became a valuable article of commerce, with Venice, 
Padua, Milan, Genoa, Bologna, Constantinople, and Cairo all competing 
in its trade. It was expensive and hence available only for the rich (quality 
theriac cost one German taler in 1580s). By the time of the Renaissance, 
the making of theriac had become an official public ceremony, especially 
in Italian cities. It is first mentioned in England in 1538, and it gained 
popularity in Germany around the same time. Pharmacists sold it as late 
as 1900. 


Venice regulated the production and trade of theriac beginning in 1258, 
and by the fifteenth century controlled its distribution throughout Europe. 
About 40 pharmacy shops in Venice were officially allowed to produce 
and sell theriac. One of the most renowned factories was “La farmacia 
alla testa d’oro,” which operated on the Rialto since 1565. The pharmacy 
kept detailed records on the amounts of its annual production. Curiously, 


this pharmacy still exists and operates in Venice.

The Orden Mercedaria, or the Order of the BVM of Mercy, was 
established in Spain in 1218 as an order whose purpose was to ransom 
Christian captives. In Spanish colonial America, the order became 
well-established, organizing numerous chapters, as well as involving 
itself in a variety of religious and secular organizations. As the wars 
of independence sought to throw off Spanish colonial rule, the Orden 
Mercedaria was deeply involved as well as deeply divided. In some 
areas, the order assisted the pro-independence movements with the 
distribution of funds. This coin, countermarked to designate it as having 
come from the order, may have been employed to “liberate” partisans of 
the movement who were being held in Spanish captivity.

Cynethryth, the wife of King Offa of Mercia, was the first and only Anglo-Saxon queen to have her name and image placed on coins. While it has been 
suggested that these coins were inspired by the appearance of the empress Irene on Byzantine issues, the profile portrait harks back to coinage of Roman 
augustae. 


Many details of Cynethryth’s life, such as the date of her marriage, are unknown. She appears to have been active in political affairs until Offa's death. 
After her husband’s passing, she became abbess of the monastery of Cookham, where she remained until her death sometime after 798. Cynethryth 
appears in the hagiography of St. Aethelbert, where she is portrayed as a jealous villain who incites Offa to kill the saint. 


This exceptional coin was found in September 2006 with four Offa coins of similar fabric in North Yorkshire and has been associated with a previous 
hoard discovered on the same site between 1991 and 1997. This piece was declared treasure trove and returned to the landowner. Copies of administrative 
paperwork relating to the find, as well as export documentation, are included in this lot. We would like to thank Susan Quinn for providing this background 
information.

Although East Anglia was not within the Mercian sphere of influence during Alfred’s lifetime, his coinage was popular there and became the standard 
currency, which led to their being extensively imitated. Mark Blackburn in “The Ashdon (Essex) Hoard and the Currency of the Southern Danelaw in the 
Late Ninth Century,” BNJ 59 (1989), pp. 13-18, gives three criteria for judging Viking imitations of Alfred’s coins: light weight, anomalous style, and 
poor literacy, stating that if two of these conditions applied, one could be reasonably sure of an imitation. While the weight of the present coin is not an 


issue, the style and mispellings clearly mark it as being among the imitations.

A Unique Offering of Off-Metal Trial Strikes by the Forger Rosa 


2194. GREEK. Reproductions. Rosa Off-Metal Trial Strikes. Peter J. Rosa was one of the most prolific forgers of the 20th century. 
He began collecting coins and metals at a young age, but, being of modest means, was unable to afford the high-quality ancient coins 
which he most desired. Rosa’s interest in ancient coins stemmed from an appreciation for classical art that also developed during his 
youth. He soon discovered that although he could not obtain the coins themselves, he could afford to collect casts of such coins that 
were available from many museums at the time. While serving in the Merchant Marine after World War II, his numerous trips to London 
permitted him to obtain many casts of coins from the British Museum, and soon his collection of casts included examples of some of the 
finest known ancient coins. Desiring to utilize his growing collection of casts as both a business venture and a way to provide quality 
reproductions to the public, Rosa established the Becker Manufacturing Company in 1955, the name serving as an homage to the famous 
18th century counterfeiter, Carl Wilhelm Becker. His business met with relative success, and by the late 1960s Rosa was reportedly 
selling about 200,000 replicas per year worldwide. This success did not go unnoticed by the numismatic community, and professional 
numismatists, dealers, and the press all condemned his business. Rosa’s work was partly responsible for the introduction of the Hobby 
Protection Act, passed into law in 1973, which ultimately led to a curtailment of his production. 


What is remarkable about Rosa was his resourcefulness in the manufacture of his reproductions. Operating out of his Bronx home, Rosa 
had no access to the essential products for making coins. Nonetheless, he made use of anything that he could find. Many of his dies were 
made from scrap metal, such as old lamps, which he found in his local junkyard. His flans were likewise rudimentary in their composition. 
For striking his coins, Rosa had no sophisticated machinery; he simply used an ordinary hydraulic automobile jack and his own strength. 
Perhaps just as impressive as his resourcefulness is the fact that Rosa had no formal training in metal work. Everything he did, he learned 
on-the-job, by trial-and-error. 


After his death in 1990, Rosa’s dies were acquired by Wayne Sayles and, in turn, presented to the ANS museum. The present lot consists 
of off-metal trial strikes from 33 of Rosa’s dies for Greek coin (32 tetradrachms, | stater). Rosa’s initial tests, or trial strikes, from new 
dies were usually done in lead. Once satisfied with a die’s performance in lead, he would then perform trial strikes in harder metals. The 
trial strikes in this lot offer a representation of the various metals he used. Of particular note is one example, item B4d below, that typifies 
his resourcefulness, as it is struck from a 1975 Lincoln cent. While trial strikes from other famous modern forgers are quite abundant (e.g. 
numerous trial strikes from Carl Becker’s dies were produced by the British Museum for some time), at most only a couple of each type 
exist for Rosa’s dies. Not only do these trial strikes offer important insight to the production technique of a forger, they also offer tangible 
evidence for verifying part of Rosa’s numerous forgeries.
